Fish Commissioner 


The Department of Fishorice rails 


upon all flsliermen Interested lu Uie 
conservation of flsb, and tho work 
•which the department Is doing, to 
take oat their fishing licenses . now. 
Since the first of January H has been 
necessary for the tlopartmcnt to de- 
pend, upon the receipts from this 
siurce to operate its hatchot ica and 
field force, and if tho fishermen do not 
respond more readily to this license 
It "will be necessary to curtail all 
work at the hatcheries, and laj 
oft 


employes In aH branches. 


This law has been widely adver- 


tised since tho 
first 
of 
January 


through associations, newspapers and 
officers, and. It is the Intent nt thn de- 
partment to enforce the samp to the 
letter. Tho trout senson opens April 
15 and officers are working in tin* 
trout counties, and Till he thorn Tor 
•everal weeks. Sixty details of State 
Police and the services ot the, game 
protectors also have> been secured. 
These oHcers will assist tne depart- 
ment for several weeks, and will cov- 
er all the streams in the common- 
wealth. 


Licenses can oe secured from '••he 


comity treasurer or from tho Harris- 
burg oulce of tho Department of Fish- 
eries. Tho law provides that all citi- 
zens ot tho state of Pennsylvania, 
male or female, over 21 years of ago 
must take out a license lo fl?h or 
angle In any of the waters ot this 
commonwealth.
